Mauldin Escape 
Result of Negligence 


Law-enforcement officers hereabouts— 
and businessmen, too—will breathe a bit 
easier now that Roy Mauldin has been 
recaptured. But Roy’s brother, Joseph, and 
Earl Curtis Taylor still are at large. 

The trio escaped last Friday when they 
overpowered a deputy U. S. marshal and 
a guard near Macon. They were being 
returned to Tattnall Prison from Atlanta, 
where they had been brought to answer a 
Federal firearms charge. 

It seems to us the escape was the result 
of negligence. The Mauldin brothers are 
perhaps Georgia's toughest outlaws. They 
had escaped six times previously. Yet 
only two men were sent to guard them 
and an accomplice on the long automobile 
trip from Atlanta to Tattnall Prison, The 
magic of the U. S. marshal’s badge rather 
than prudent common sense apparently 
was relied upon. It failed to work. 

And in light of testimony before the 
U. S. Commissioner Wednesday, it seems 
Fulton jailors were negligent when they 
permitted Roy Mauldin’s young wife to 
smuggle handcuff keys by them in a pack- 
age of cigarettes. .

Unified Defense 
Outlook Hopeful 


The outlook for a unified defense of 
‘Western Europe grows more hopeful. 

None of the Atlantic Pact delegates now 
meeting in Washington will be fooled by 
the momentary improvement in world ten- 
sion resulting from Korea. Neither will 
they accept as anything but a sudden twist 
in propaganda Russia’s new-found desire to 
be friendly. The Soviet Union has been 
told in explicit language the basis for 

ace. Those terms she cannot accept 

ause to do so would entail giving up 
the idea of world conquest. Russian spokes- 
men will fume and denounce in an effort 
to confuse the issue, but there will be no 
unequivocal acceptance of the offer laid 
down, the other day by Mr. Truman. The 
danger of further aggression is not dimin- 
ished one iota. 

The job of the Atlantic Pact countries 
was well put by Gen. Bradley. He said: 
“Now is the time for action, for we must 
either create these forces now—in the time 
of opportunity and a moment of peace—or 
we may be forced to improvise them in the 
face of enemy attacks.” 

Even French resistance to employing 
units of Germans has largely wilted. France 
now will accept German units as part of 
an integrated force for defense of West- 
ern Europe. 

France is* swinging to the inevitable 
conclusion that the risk of Soviet aggres- 
‘sion is far greater than the risk of German 
resurgence. There is the further fact that 


‘ | )

“How can we make the people of Korea believe that we are 
fightimg so that they can have the right of free elections and deter- 
mine their own destiny when here in Georgia we try to say that 
my vote is worth more than, and shall be counted several times 
more than my neighbor's merely because I live on one side of the 
Chattahoochee River and he on the other side?” the Mariettan 
demanded in a talk before a local civic club Tuesday night. “What 
did God give especially to me that He did not do for the people of 
Savananh, or Columbus, or Macon, or Rome that I should have a 
louder voice in Georgia's government than they have? Are the 
people of Murray County better than the people of Bartow County? 
The answers are obvious. oe 

“The county unit system in general elections,” Mr. Carmichael 
continued, “is nothing but the device and tool of scheming poli- 
ticilans and demagogues who do not believe in democracy and the 
right of the individual to have a voice in government equal to that 
of his neighbor. On the contrary, with this device they seek to 
rule the State and its people with a little minority group which 
they can control by dispensing political patronage, by the strategic 
distribution of highway contracts and by waving the red flag of race 
hatred and prejudice.” 

Jimmy Carmichael’s words should serve to convince many who 
have not yet awakened to the enormity of the political steal which 
is in the making. 

Jimmy Carmichael’s example should serve to bolster others 
who, while they are aware of the danger, have been reluctant to 
raise their voices against it. 

Good government will never come to Georgia until more of its 
citizens are thus willing to stand up and be counted.

GOP Stake 
In the Elections 


WASHING TON—Republican Presidential pol- 
itics as they shape up two years hence will be 
deeply involved in the November elections which 
are now only a few days off. The outcome of the 

balloting in several key states may play a decisive role in the po- 
litical fortunes of some of those who presently are looked upon as 
the prospective leading contenders for the 1952 GOP nomination. 

The states where the results will have the most crucial bearing 
are Ohio, New York, California and perhaps Pennsylvania. In each 
of these a powerful potential candidate for the Republican nomi- 
nation will be directly or indirectly involved. 

In Ohio, one of the most hotly contested of the lot, the fate of 
Senator Robert A. Taft as a GOP Presidential possibility is:wrapped 
up in his bid for re-election. There the Democrats, with the active 
aid of organized labor, are putting on a vigorous campaign to elect 
State Auditor Joseph Ferguson. If Taft is re-elected it will give 
considerable impetus to the movement to have him named as the 
party standard bearer two years from now. If he is defeated, he 
will be a dead duck politically, in so far as his 1952 chances are 
concerned. 

The size of the Taft majority, even if he is re-elected, might be 
a factor in the situation. He would need to eome through by a 
comfortable margin, if he is to give confidence to his boosters as a 
candidate likely to win. On the basis of the present outlook, the 
contest in Ohio promises to be close. Largely due to the efforts of 
organized labor, which has made the Senator a special target be- 
cause of his authorship of the Taft-Hartley Labor Act, Ohio has 
piled up the greatest registration in history. It remains to be seen 


what this means. 
Boo ‘ °* New York falls somewhat in the crucial 
= for Ike category because of the indorsement given 
General Dwight Eisenhower by Governor Thomas E. Dewey in his 
bid for a third term. Dewey has reaffirmed his previously an- 
nounced decision not to seek the Republican Presidential nomina- 
tion again and in doing so has pledged his support to General Ike 
in "52. The Elsenhower boom, therefore, is wrapped up in Dewey’s 
chances at re-election. 

The California election is important in that it revolves around 
the third-term bid of Governor Earl Warren, who is regarded a 
leading contender for top party honors in 1952, subject to his re- 
election. The defeat of Taft and Dewey would leave Warren in a 
particularly advantageous position. He would emerge overnight, 
perhaps, as the most outstanding candidate for the GOP nomination 
in the face of the November election results, assuming that he is 


given a third term by California voters. 

In Pennsylvania, Presidential politics are involved 
Challenge in the election because of the candidacy of Gover- 
nor James H. Duff for the Senate. He is seeking to unseat Senator 
Francis J. Myers, Democrat, who is the present majority whip of 
the upper chamber. In gaining the nomination, Duff defeated the 
old Grundy machine of the Keystone State, and if elected he is 
expected to be an important factor in the next GOP mational con- 
vention, either as a candidate himself or in behalf of someone else. 
Undoubtedly he would be given a boost for the nomination, if he 
comes through in November. 

Thus, it is apparent that Republican Presidential politics may 
be given a wide sway in the approaching elections. The ticket to 
be nominated by the’party when the next national convention rolls 
around may easily be determined by the outcome of the balloting 
soon to take place.

NEW YORK—The tragedies of politics usually are hid behind the waving 
banners and the shouting. Occasionally one is badly revealed, as in the current 


drama here which might be titled 


“The lLetter’—to borrow from Somerset 


Maugham. But there is no love interest in this one, no sophistication, only old 
age and disillusion, so that it belongs more properly in the grim category of a 


current play here, “The Death of a Salesman.” 


For politics is salesmanship

No Help The U. S. Coast Guard popped out to see if they 

could do us any good but Captain Fergo wasn't hav- 
ing any. “We are listening to Governor Duff's speech on the 
glories of Republican Pennsylvania and of the free enterprise 
system (which I advise you to do) and we're not in the mood 
for accepting favors from Harry's boys. And another thing, what 
right have you spending the taxpayers’ money getting boats off 
of New Jersey bott@éms when they got on them by their own care- 
lessness?”

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Plight of Georgia Children 


Since one-third of Georgia's population is under 15 years of age, publication 
this week of some findings on child welfare in the United States should be of 
interest. These findings were revealed by the president of the Child Welfare 
League of America, and the discouraging facts presented stirred a headline 

Ye + writer to say: “Doleful Social Picture Painted by Child League.” Use of the 

™ word “doleful” seemed entirely in order as the survey made such points as 

these: “Six million children are members of families disrupted by divorce, death or desertion; thou- 
sands of young children still work long hours at tasks beyond their strength: four million mothers are 
employed outside their homes, most of them to augment scanty family incomes; over 100,000 children 


are born each year without benefit of medical 
care; some 1,200 counties have no public health 
department worthy of the name; 100,000 children 
are born out of wedlock each year in the United 
States.” 


Although no breakdown on the 1950 census 
is available, State figures in 1948 showed that 
of an estimated population then of 3,200,000 per- 
sons, at least 1,021,000 of that number were in 
the one through 14 age group. 


Georgia, still predominanily a rural State, 
has a far greater ratio of children in its pepu- 
lation than do mest other States. Studies 
here in Georgia indicate that the State has 
made its contribution to the “doleful” figures 
released by the Child Welfare man. 


The fact approximately 35,000 children in 
Georgia are deriving a portion of their support 
from State and national welfare funds shows 
there's considerable amiss in the Peach State. 


The high incidence of this welfare program 
in junior ranks points out for sure that many 
Georgia families are “disrupted by divorce, death 
or desertion.” And even with welfare payments 
many mothers “are employed outside their homes, 
most of them to augment scanty family incomes.” 

With its large number of children, Georgia 
must be concerned with the health services of- 
fered the State at large. A study on “Child 
Health in Georgia” published ‘last year showed 
that in 1946 more than half of the State’s chil- 
dren resided in isolated rural counties. Devel- 
opment of the Hill-Burton Mospital program in 
the State is bringing more and more medical 
facilities to these children. 

In 1949 the Georgia Pediatric Society, acting 
under a national program of the American Acad- 


emy of Pediatrics, and in corcoperation with the 
State Health Department, published results of 
a child health study in this State. 


Briefly, some of the recommendations of this 
study were: 

1. A program should be initiated to extend 
the organization of local public health units to 
all counties in Georgia without local health 
organizations. 


2. Plans should be made to organize an effec- 
tive and continuous school health program, with 


legal responsibility for such a program placed 
on some one agency of the State. 


3. Child guidance clinics, including mental 
health, should be planned not only for our larger 
cities, but extended to all cities in the State. 


There were other recommendations of a pro- 
fessional nature, and efforts are being made te 
meet the needs exposed by the study. 


Yet, with such a huge bulk of its population 
in children—and, therefore, its future—the State 
would do well to be increasingly concerned about 
all services offered, or not offered, its growing 
population. 


In the past 10 years census figures show there 
has been a growing loss through migration of 
Georgians in the productive age groups. It cere 
tainly is of interest to the State to plan intelli- 
gently and completely for the huge crop of future 
adults now in our midst. 


A State’s greatest resource, of course, fs its 
humanity. All other progress stems from the 
advaritages and the conservation given human 
life. It may well be that here in Georgia it 
would be wise to create a commission of leaders 
from all walks of life to plan intelligently for this 
State’s children—and thereby its future.

Polio Year | 
| Seen for 50 


New polio cases in 1950 in this 
country may total 35,000—and as 
many as one-third of these may 
be persons over 15 years of age, 
Miss Elaine Whitelaw, Director of 
Women’s Activities for the Na- 


tional Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis, said here Wednesday. 

Addressing nearly 100 Georgia 
women who are leaders in the 
fight against polio, Miss Whitelaw 
predicted: 

“This will be the second largest 
polio year in history ... second 
only to last year, when a record 
42.375 new cases were reported.” 

Miss Whitelaw said the pattern | 
of polio incidence has “changed 
greatly” in the past few years. 

She pointed out that only three 
percent of the victims of the big 
polio epidemic in New York in 
1914 were over 15, but she noted 
that one out of every four polio 
patients in 1948 was 15 or over. 

“An even larger percentage, | 
perhaps one-third,” she said, “of. 
the polio patients this year are 
late adolescents and adults.” 

Mrs. R. C. Fryer, Jr., State Ad- | 
visor on Women’s 
the Georgia Chapter, reported’ 
more than 1,000 Georgia polio. 
patients currently are receiving’ 
aid from the Chapter.

It is amazing how easy it is to get money and financial help, 
and how hard it is to get the reassurance and guidance necessary 
= relieve mental anguish—the feeling of just not knowing where 

turn.” 


She paused, and twisted a gold band on her finger. “Some- 
times,” she said quietly, “you need to turn to someone, and you 
just don't know who. You don't need moralizing, you don't need 
financial help, you don’t even need advice. Maybe sometimes you 
just need someone to listen to you talk—to ask you the right 
questions and help you get your problems out in front of you so you 
can get a perspective, and figure them out for yourselves. I got 
to that place. I was desperate—just for some way of seeing a little 
way ahead, instead of just the darkness of the moment. I didn't 
need money, yet I couldn't afford the expense of consulting a 
psychiatrist. Really, I didn’t need a psychiatrist but simply some- 
one to listen with sympathy and detachment. 


“You see, I believe that most of us can figure out our 
own problems if we can once stand off and look at them. And 
if we can borrow someone's eyes to see them with, it helps 
so much. That is what Family Service Society did for me. 


“Maybe it seems vague and unimportant, but I know the 
feeling that can drive a person to some rash and desperate action, 
and I know the blessed relief of finding myself. I just thought 
maybe if I told you, someone else might turn to them for help 
instead of running away.” 

That was all, and she was gone very quickly. But we remem-

ger than attend extraction of 1 
tooth. Of course anesthesia may 
be used, as for extraction of a 
tooth, if the child will not co- 
operate. 

In many cases of simple en- 
largement (hypertrophy) ofthe 
tonsils painless X-ray treat- 
ments, or radium emanation 
(radon) treatment, shrinks the 
tonsils. Mne of these methods 
should be used in the treatment 
of the ‘school child whose en- 
larged tonsils and/or adenoids 
impair hearing or cause deaf- 
ness. 


I repeat, there are still far 
too many tonsillectomies on 
children with simple enlarge- 
ment or hypertrophy of the 
tonsils and/or adenoid tissue. 
Tonsillectomy is a major oper- 
ation and even if only one 
child out of a hundred or a 
thousand subjected to it dies 
on the table or hours or days 
after the operation, from “com- 
plications,” the coroner might 
well inquire, before the jury, 
whether the operation was 
really necessary. As I have said 
many times, I am no expert or 
authority, but I'll say it is not 
justifiable for the treatment of 
simple enlargement of the 
tonsils.

“Serious and often pathetic 
situations develop because a 
person died leaving no will or 
an outmoded will,” he said. “It 
is impossible to carry out the 
wishes of a deceased person un- 
less their directions in a will are 
clear and specific. Failure to 
get legal advice may not only 
prove expensive, but may ac- 
tually prevent the deceased per- 
son’s wishes from being car- 
ried out.” 

Mr. Alston pointed out that 
a bank will assist in the plan- 
ning of the distribution of a 
person's estate, but a will must 
be drawn up by an attorney. 
And for the information of the 
ladies, it is welb to know that 
the legal age in Georgia for the 
execution of a will is 14 years. 

“In many cases,” said Alston, 
“the use of a trust is advisable 
in order to preserve an estate 


. and to eliminate unnecessary 


taxation. It is often desirable 
to establish a living trust and 
thus create the managerial team 
which is charged with carrying 
the plan into effect. Such a 
trust created during your life 
should run smoothly under its 
own power and without inter- 
ruption after your death.” 

The accumulation of property 
in the future, he said, will prob- 
ably -be much more difficult 
than it has been in the past. 
Only by careful planning of es- 
tates will men and women be 
able to preserve and hold intact 
for their children’ the wealth 
which has been accumulated 
over a life time.
